; LIQUOR AND POLITICS. 

The only phase of the liquor question which is, 
active in Chicago now is that of regulation... The 
phase of regulation which has just been disposed 
ot in the city council affected the sale of intoxi- 
canhts at dance halls: The wets won in their de- 
mand that bars supplying dance crowds may te- 
main open until 3 o'clock in the morning. The 
moderate request of their opponents was thet the

Governments have suppressed the sale 
vicious intoxicants their people used. 
is well known; Russia has total prohibition of 
spirits and partial prohibition of lighter drinks; 
France has suppressed the commierce in its worst 
pofson, absinthe; Germany has restricted the indul- 
gence in intoxicants; Great Britain is tightening 
the restrictions of the trade, 

In the United States the enactments against the 
gale of alcohol are such that when all the pro- 
hibitory laws passed’ by legislatures and approve 
by the people are effective it will be possible to 
go from the Atlantic to the Pacific seaboard and 
from the Rio Grande to the Canadian border with- 
out entering a state in which the sale of liquor 
is ‘permitted by law. Prohibition has cut a path 
across and up and down this country. 

Liquor men may see that the case against their 
trade ig serious. For spirits not a word can be 
said and not a word is said. Hard liquor is poison 
without a compensation. For the consumption of 
light wines and beer a good deal is said, whether 
with intelligence or not. The case for them does 
not test on its own foundations, but is conmsid- 
ered in relation to other aspects of human nature, 
With regard to probibition there is a divergence 
of opinion, shaded all the way from the moralistic 
demand that people be forced te form their habits 
by role, to the trade doctrine that they shall’ be 
coaxed to drink all they can hold. 

The question as 1 sets iteclf in the minds of 
people who are not extremists concerns temper- 
ance versus prohibition, slightly alcoholized drinks 
versus heavily alcoholized drinks, and govergment
